We 
believe that if we do that, then it 
‘will: not pay anyone to hold land 
for speculation and keep it in idle- 
ness. By exempting all personal 
property: and improvements, will, we 
believe, raise the rate so high that 
the owners. of those lots and large 
tracts where the public is improving 
the land around it cannot longer hold 
it without deriving some income 
from it. 

Mr. Marshall tells me that the av- 
erage workingman’s lot and improve- 
ments are assessed at $1500, and

000 in 1913. That amount of money 
on that area of land would be about
